Upon bls return from Cleveland 
where he attended a Democratic 
meeting, the Governor reiterated 
that he "Intended to discover for 
himself whether tho prohibition 
departm ent, or any one connected 
with It has authorized use of wo­ 
men to entrap suspects.” 
The executive made it plain that 
he was opposed to such methods

Mrs. Ruth Farrell, a woman in the 
pay of the dry office, arranged a 
rendezvous with N utt at which he 
was to have liquor for her. 
The raid was carried out but no 
liquor was found, although N utt 
and the woman were in the same 
room.

other women were supplying the | 
prohibition officers with inform a­ 
tion. 
0 Crabbe has assailed the employ­ 
ment of woman decoys as being 
“far from an effort to uphold the 
law” and McDonald retaliated with 
the declaration that Crabbed of­ 
fice has failed to co-operate with 
the dry departm ent in the prosecu­ 
tion of prohibition cases. 
Donahey intends to call before 
him all persons connected with

from office the person or persons 
responsible.

MONTICELLO, N. Y., Feb. 
22.—Schindler’s Prairie House 
a mountain resort seven miles 
from here, was destroyed by 
fire today. Four persons are 
missing’ and believed dead in 
the ruins of the fire while 
twenty-three injured, most of 
them from New York City, are 
in the Monticello Hospital and 
in adjoining towns. 
About thirty-five guests were in 
tile resort at the time the fire broke 
out. 
Most of them had motored up 
from New York City to enjoy win­ 
ter sports over the holiday. 
The fire was not discovered un­ 
til the flames were beyond control. 
Then the terrified guests 
were 
forced to jump from windows to 
save themselves. 
Although many 
of them suffered painful burns, 
most of the injuries resulted from 
jumping from the secoud and third 
floors.

have taken two waiters, a chamber 
mum and a guest of the hotel, none 
of whose names could be learned. 
Mrs. Rose Ressuiok of Brooklyn 
jumped from a third story wihdow 
with her infant daughter. Tile baby 
is not seriously hurt, but it is be­ 
lieved Mrs. Resnick sustained a 
broken back, 
Julius Jacobsen, an employe of 
the hotel, was the hero of the fire. 
After making a safe exit from the 
building, he returned several times 
to help others out. On his last trip 
he collapsed and was removed to

chamber. 
At the end of the tunnel, the 
officers came upon a complete dis­ 
tilling apparatus, the charred body 
of Frank Lenigar 
lying 
nearby. 
Fumes from a gasoline stove had 
exploded, killing Lenigar and ig­ 
niting his clothing. 
Aptos had dragged Himself into 


the open. 
In the cavern were a 
half score of large barrels, filled 
with mash. 
The cave had beta 
equipped for living quarters' arid 
had been in use for months. 
Carbidei lamps, such as those 
used by miners, formed the light­ 
ing apparatus. 
The still and bar­ 
rels had been taken into the cave 
in pieces and assembled.

It is not generally known, but 
physicians and lawyers were placid 
cd on the county tax duplicates In 
Ohio at so much per head during 
the two decades prior to the adop­ 
tion of the constitution of 1850. 
Whether the annual income of 
the physician was estimated from 
what he actually collected during 
the year, or from the gross amount 
of his business is not certain. 
Basing their right on an act of 
general assembly, Greene County 
Commissioners decided to sched­ 
ule physicians for taxation, pass­ 
ing such a law Juno ll , 1830. 
The 
record reads: “The commissioners ] 
and auditor proceeded to estimate 
the annual Income of the practic­ 
ing lawyers and physicians, and to 
charge 
a 
tax 
upon each; which 
tax as charged Is attached to their 
respective names on the lists re­ 
turned by the assessor to the audi­ 
tor.” 
The tax on physicians ranged 
from $1 to $3 each, and It is as­ 
sumed that every physician in the 
county had to pay tlyj tax before 
he could practice. 
Taxing of phy­ 
sicians continued until about 1850. 
Greene County boasted twelve 
men listed under the 
heading 
of 
“physicians and surgeons” in 1830. 
Another 
claes 
of 
doctors 
was 
listed in the same year known as 
“steam doctors.” There were eight 
specialist* of this type. 
It is difficult to ascertain the 
exact definition of a “ajeam ” doc­ 
tor. 
It Is said they sweated their 
patients 
to 
health. 
Concoctions 
and infusions were used to heat 
patients to a point where they 
perspired profusely. 
The “steam ” doctor has had his 
day since medical science was not 
as definitely established In those 
days as It is today.

ed to near Fredericksburg and lo 
(ated on the banks of the Rappa 
hannock River. The old homestead 
of the W ashington family has been 
destroyed, but today the office of 
the plantation’s physician remains 
in as good condition as ever.
